1 Poſt of Colonel General of the Swiſs was tas 
ken from him, and given to Monſieur Baſſompyeres 
the Duke having Satisfaction in Money, he think- 
ing fit to accept of it, rather than loſe his 
Place without it, which, as Affairs then ſtood, it 
was probable - he would have done. The Count 
| 3 Soi ſſons was the moſt troubleſome of the ſeveral 
Yetenders to the Adminiſtration; he was hardeſt to 
be oblig d, and ſooneſt diſguſted; Vaſſer ſays of him; 
He had waſt Deſigns rolling in his Head when he dy d; 
Twas ſaid be kept a ſecret Correſpondence with Heary 
Prince of Wales, Maurice Prince of Orange, i 
Duke of Savoy, and the Hugonot Party. The Duke 
of Rohan improv'd his Diſcontent with the Regent, 
to engage him in the Proteſtant Intereſt, He de- 
manded the Government of Quillehenf in Normandy, 
to be in a Condition to receive the Succours he bad 
projected to be ſent him from England and Holland. 
Nothing would ſatisfy him but an entire Change of 
the Miniſters, and the Ruin of the Guiſes and Eper- 
un; which it is probable he might have accompliſn d 
by the Means above-mention'd, had not Death put 
an End to all his Projects. A new Party was now 
ſet up at Court, who having got the uppermoſt, 
diſſipated all the reſt, The Prince of Conde headed 
it. The Dukes of Mayenne, Longue ville, the Mar 
reſchal De Bouillon, and the Marquiſs D' Ancre came 
into it. The Guiſes, the Dukes of Epernon and Am- 
ville could not make their Party good againſt them, 
tho' the Marquiſs De Bellguard was of it. This Gen- 
tleman was Maſter of the Horſe, and when the new 
Party was form?d was at his Government of Burgun: 
dy, which was intended to be taken from him, and 
iven to the Duke of Mayenne. The Queen Regent 
order'd him to come to Court, and the Guiſes wrote 
to him to haſten to their Relief. The Marquiſs, 
when he arrives at Sens, had Notice he was ſent for 
only to be remoy d ſrom his Government; upon 
which, inſtead of obeying the Regent's Orders ta 
gome to Court, he returns to Burgundy : Such was 
the Obedience of the Grandees in the Minority of 
F the Killth, aeg the FHarmonyzat tha CHEE 
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cils of France, and the Concord between the Great 
for the two firſt Years of the Regency of Mary De 
Aſedicis. The Prince of Condes Par — 
the Guiſes and Epernon receiv d Mortifications daily. 
The Duke of Guiſe had not Intereſt to ſave his Bro- 
ther from being baniſh'd the Court with his Friend 
the Count De la Rochfaucaut. Guiſe enrag'd at this, 
reſolves alſo to fall in with the Party of — 

for the Deſtru&ion of the Miniſtry; which woul 
have been ſuch a Weight, that it might have born 
down the Regency. Mary De Medlicis told Baſſom- 
piere, ſhe muſt have Guiſe coſt what it will; and for 
100000 Crowns, a Government for his Brother, and 
an Abbey for his Siſter, the Bargain was made. The 
Duke of Epernon alſo conſented to come into the 


Intereſt of the Regency; and the two Dukes having 


had a private Audience of the Queen, Matters were 
then concerted to break up a puiſſant Faction, con- 
trivd by the Firſt Prince of the Blood and Grandees 
of France; and theſe two Dukes joining with the 
Regent againſt them, ſhe thought her ſelf fo ſtrong, 
as not to fear any Oppoſition: from the other ſide. 
To ſhew how little ſhe dreaded it, ſhe, the very next 
Morning ſuffer'd an Aﬀront tobe put upon the Prince 
of Conde, which was a plain Declaration of the Loſs 
of his Credit; for when he came to Court, he found, 
to his Amazement, that the Queen was ſnut up in 
her Cloſet with the Miniſters of State, and no body 
offer d to open the Door to him. Here again is a- 
nother Revolution, and not two Vears of the Regency 
yet expir d. There was at this time a Diſcovery 


made of a Correſpondence carryd on between Con- 


chini and his Wife and the Duke of Savoy, with 
whom the Court of France bad then a Rupture, 
Yet ſuch was the Jralians Favour with the Regent, 
that both the Marquiſs and Marchioneſs were clear d, 
and the Miniſters of State courted them more than 
ever. The Princes of the Blood and the Grandees 
of their Party bad withdrawn from Court, upon 
the Reconciliation of Mary De Medicis to the 
Dukes of Guiſe and Epernon, and Conchini and his 
Wife remaimd in full Poſſeſſion of the *

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which made the Miniſters endeavour to ſtrengthen 
themſelves by their Protection.

We ſhall ſee preſently what was the miſerable End

Some Mention has been already made of the Dil- 
content of the Prince of Conde and the Grandees of 
his Party, who left the Court, and were gone to 
their Governments. The Duke of Epernon, tho of 
the contrary Faction, did the ſame, becaule the 
Queen would not give his Son, the Duke of Can. 
dale, à Poſt he dæmanded for him. The Retreat of 
the Firſt Prince of the Blood, of the Dukes De 
Nevers, De Mayenne, De Vendoſme,, De Longue ville, 
De Piney Luxemburgh, De Bouillon,..De Retz, and 
other great Lords, ſo alarm'd the Regent, that ſhe 
8 invited the Duke of Epernon back to 
Court, and gave him what he deſir d. It was the

the Parliament, prevail'd for the Concluſion of the 
Treaty on thoſe Terms. The Prince of Cunde had 
the City and Caſtle ot Amboiſe put into his Hands 
for his — the Duke De Nevers, St. Miene hou, 
and the Mareſchal De Bouillam a large dum of Money 
paid him. The Duke De Vendeſme refugd to ſign 
the Treaty, and ſtood on his Defence in Bretagne; 
and the Court of the Regent was in Conſuſion on 
Account of the Differences between the Mareſchal 
D Anucre and the Miniſters. The Mareſchal had 
marryd his Daughter to a Grandſon of Villeroy, Se- 
cretary of State, and one of the oldeſt Miniſters in 
France; yet ont of Diſguſt at his oppoſing the Ad- 
vancement of Dole his Confident, the Mareſchal 
was always doing the Secretary ill Offices. D' Ancre 
was the Regent s Favourite, and nothing but Ville. 
roy's Merit and Experience cou d have 2 
him.; the Chancellor Sillery being his cloſeſt Enemy. 
The Favourites and Miniſters had each their Friends 
and Enemies, and neither the Authority of the Re- 
| gent 
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gent, nor even the Royal Authority preyail'd, to 
_ thoſe Jars which kept the Kingdom in per- 
petual Diſtraction. The Prince finding he had ra- 
ther loſt than got Ground, by the Irouble he had 
given the Regent and Minilters, wau'd have re- 
gew'd it, and had an Interview with the Duke of 
Rohan, to bring him and the Hugonqts into his Par- 
ty. He did not forget to lay all the Fault of his 
ill Succeſs, on the . of the Mareſchal De 

Bouillon, . and to repreſent the great... Intereſt he 
ſhou'd. have in the States, which were to be Aſ.

In the Eldeſt Times of this Monarchy, the Prin. 
ces, call'd the Chief of the French Nation, met 
together on ſome Extraordinary ard Important 
Occaſions; The Mayors of the Palace uſually Sum- 
mon'd' them once a Year : The Kings who had then 
only the Name of Soverargns, preſided in the Aſ- 
ſembly; Pepin exactly kept up this Cuſtom. The 
Principal Men of the C ergy were admitted to 
aſſiſt at it, and this Practice was continu'd by 
Charlemagne. Lewis the Meek render d it more 
frequent. It was in thoſe Aſſemblies, the Kings 
of the Carolovingian Race, publiſh'd their Capitular 
Decrees and other Orders, and what they — 
by the Advice and Conſent of the Grandees an 
Prelates of the Kingdom. Caper having been 
recogniz d King, by Virtue of an Agreement con- 
cluded with the Dukes, Earls and Barons, us'd to 
Aſſemble his Peers and Vaſſals, in which he was 
imitated by his Succeſſors, who call'd this the 
Holding their Parliament. There the Differences 
between the Peers and Barons with the King were 
decided and the Affairs of the greateſt Conſequence 
to the Kingdom debated. There the Private Diſ- 
putes between the Dukes, Earls and Barons, were 
definitively ended, and the Encroachments of the 
Pope and er repaired There they heard the 
Complaints of the People, about the Adminiſtra- 
tion of ' Juſtice, and the Vexations of the Prieſt - 
hood. What ſince has been call'd the Third Eftate, 
or the Depaties of the People, owes its Origi al 
to Philip the Fair, upon his Return from his Ers 
dition againſt the Flemings. Much about the 
ame time, it is pretended thoſe Deputies were 
admitted to aſſiſt at the Aſſemblies in England, 
tho the latter is only Pretence, for the Old Verſe - 
tells us what ſuch Aſſemblies were compos'd of, 
even before the Conqueſt in the Savon Monarchy.

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This Philip, Sirnam'd the Fair, was the firſt that 
Summon'd the Third Eftate, or demanded Money 
of bis People, the Kings of Fance before his Tr ne, 
living . on their Demeſnes. By this it appears, 
that the Firſt Aſſemblies were of the Nobles and 
Clergy, and that about 350 Years ago, the Third 
Eftate was added to raiſe Supplies for the Wants 
of the Crown, when its Demeſnes and Ancient 
Revenues were Embezel'd and Alienated. The 
Kings of the Race of Yalo:s, us d frequently to 
call Aſſemblies of the Three Eſtates, the Prelates, 


the Nobles, and the Deputies. Charles the Wiſe, | 


always affected to have his Orders receiv'd in the 
Aſſembly of the States, and confirm'd the Third. 
It is remarkable, that Philip de Yalois when he 
was threaten'd by Edward the Third, for keep- 


ing from him his Kingdom of France, Aſſembled 


only One of the Three Eftates, the Peers and Ba- 
rons, who depending more immediately upon the 
Crown, were ſure to decide that Diſpute againſt 
King Edward ; whereas the Deputies of the Peo- 
ple, who, in the beſt Times have their Intereſt 
only in View, might not have been fo haſty to 
bring on themſelves a Bloody War for his ſake 
only. | . 

I muſt own freely, I wonder at the Madneſs 
of ſome Nations in the darker Ages, who have in- 
volv'd themſelves. in the moſt Sanguinary Conteſts 
to ſupport the Claims of Two Perſons only, each 
of whoſe Government wou'd have made them as 
happy as the other. Philip de YValois, John and 
Charles the Vth, had a great Deference for. their 
People, and often communicated to them the Af- 
fairs of Stare. When Charles the Vith became 
unfit to Govern, the Three Eftates confer'd the 


Adminiſtration on the Dukes of Berry and Bur- 


gundy, in preference to the Duke of Orleans the 
King's Brother. The Authority of theſe Aſſe mblies 
was much leſſen'd by Lewis the XIth, whoſe Fa- 
ther Charles the VIIth, having driven the Engl: 
out of France, and poſſeſsd himſelf of the Kingdom 
by the Sword, began to Rule Abſolutely, apart 
. . Son 
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gon had no Thoughts, but how to ſettle his Ar- 
bitrary Power, — was his Idol.

Authors and Printers will never have a good 
Word from theſe who are Enemies to their Coun- 
try, from the Creatures of Tyranny. . There's not 
ſo ſorry a Fellow in the World, as he Who be 
trays the Liberties of his Fellow Subjects, nor a 
Livelibood fo pitiful, let it be with all the out - 
ward appearances of Grandeur, as that which ſub- 
liſts. by Flattery and Corruption. .

Speech thus, Such a noble Attempt as this is won 

of you :- Tis not long ſince your Fathers couragiouſly 
defended the Authority of our Kings;' the Rights of the 
Princes of the Blood, and the Liberties of their Coun- 
try. But as yet the Aſſembly were not in a Diſpo- 
fition to declare for the Prince's. Party; they took 
the wiſeſt Courſe, and reſolv'd to take hold of fo 
fair an Opportunity to get their Grievances redreſs d. 
They ſent two Deputations to Court with their 
Caluers, in which, contrary to Da 1 nk Advice,

The Aſſembſy at Grenoble 
ſent Deputies to the Prince of Conde as well as to 
the King; Monſſeur Venevils and Cagni were ap- 
pointed for that Commiſſion. The ſormer was 
only to make ſome general Complements, and re- 
turn him Thanks for what La Haie ſaid in his 
Speech. The latter was to do his utmoſt to ſound 
his Highneſs's real Intentions, and examine whether 
he had Strength enough to make good his Manifeſto.

| Manifeſto, However that Blaze of Zeal being quick- 


ly out, the Majority voted it downright Rebellion, 
adding, We ſhall be Accomplices our ſelves, if we 
refuſe to obey the King's Will and Pleaſure. Is it any 
wonder that ſuch a Body of Men fhould have 
loft all their Privileges, and from a Parliament of 
Senators dwindle into a Bench of Juſtices, All that's 
left of their real Power, tho the Formality of en- 
regiſtring, remain with them, hardly exceeding 
that of a Quarter · Seſſions, except in Matters of Law 
and Equity. There are ſome Authors who repreſent 
this Affair of the Parliament more to their Ret 
tation; That the Plurality of Voices declar'd agamſt 
the Verification of the King's Declaration 5” That 
a Decree was made upon it, by which that Court 
declar'd, that they either could nor ought to regiſter _ 
it, That the Party in the Intereſt of the Mmiſtry 

caus'd the Words nor ought to be omitted out of the 
Extras of the Decree which was'publiſh'd ; and 
ſoon after had Credit enough to forge another 
Decree of Inrollment without any Exception, which 
was found in the Regiſter in the room of. the firſt, 
We may eaſily imagine, fays a credible Hiſtorian, 
that this bold Falſiſication of a ſolemn Decree, in a 
Caſe of fuch Conſequence, was highly reſented : It 
created great Diſpules among the Members of the 
Parliament, who proceeded on both Sides to Vrvectives 
and Proteftations. The Prince's Reſentment was 
not withont Reaſon,' and it is faid in the Prelimi- 
naries of the Treaty of Peace, he demanded that thoſe 
who were concern'd in the Falſifications of the Decree 
ſhould be puniſh'd. The Truth is, the Prince of 
Condes Army gave no great Encouragement to any 
one to join it. He cou d only raiſe a ſmall Sn 
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which happily eſcap'd-the Purſuit of the Mareſchal 


De Bois Dauphin, who might have ellily diſpersd 


it: - Whether he omitted jt out of Negligence or 
Deſign, the Court was ſo diſpleas d, that they gave 
his mand to another. The Duke of Rohan had 
been powerfally ſollicited to take up Arms, but he 
ſtood out even after his Brother the Duke of Soubize 
had join'd the Prince. This Junction facilitated 


the other 3 Soubixe being a Man of Intrigue, zealous 


for his Religion and belov'd by his Brother, Not- 
withſtanding which and the Security that was pro- 

'd by the Prince for the Proteſtant Churches, 
Rohan was for Pacifick Meaſures, in Oppoſition to 
the Mareſcoal De Bouillon, till preſſing her Majeſty 
to grant him the Survivorſhip of the Government 
of Poiftou, held by his Father in-Law Sully, and 


being refus d, he openly declar'd for the Prince, and 


engag d to join the Count De Sr. Pol in Guyenne 
with sooo Foot and 30 Horſe ; which if he could 
hape done, a Stop had been put to the Progreſs' of 
the Court, and to the double Match. But initead 
of this the Count De St. Pol deſerted the Party, at 


the Perſwaſion of his Wife, a bigotted Papiſt, and 


Rohan Friends cou d not raiſe above 250 Men. 
By which Means the Court continu'd their Progreſs 
uninterrupted to Bourdeaux. The Aſſembly at 
Grenoble were dilatory in their Proceedings, occa- 
ſion'd by the Awe the Mareſchal De Leſdiſguieres 
had over them; for which Reaſon thoſe that wiſh'd 
well to their Junction with the Prince, propos'd to 
remove their Seſſion to another Place, and the Major 
Vote carry'd It for N:ſmes. Leſdiſzuieres knawing 
their Removal would loſe him the Merit of mana- 
ging them with the Court. oppos d it in a ſet Speech; 
* finding his Arguments wou'd not prevail, he 
had Recourſe to Violence, and ſhut the Gates. 
Monſieur Chauſepie, one of the * the 
Province of Poictou, was ſtop'd as he was going 


out only to take the Air; which put the Aſſem- 


hly into ſuch a Ferment, that the Mareſchal doubt- 
ng his own Power againſt that of the whole Body 


the Proteſtants of France, who wou'd . 
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haye highly reſented the Affront offer'd their Ge- 
neral Aſſembiy, order d the Gates to be open'd, and 
rmitted the Members to depart. The Seſfion 

ing remov'd to Niſmes, all their Acts were look d 
upon by Du Pleſſis Mornay and the moderate Prote- 
ſtants as Nullities; the King's Writ not warranting 
them to meet there. The Deputies that were ſent 
to Court for his Majeſty's Permiſſion, cou d procure 
none for any other Place except Montpelier, where 
the Duke De Chatillon, who, tho a Proteſtant, was as 
much in the Court Intereſt as Leſdeſguines, was 
Governour. This City the Aſſembly did not like, 
and inſiſting ſtill on Niſines, the Queen ſeem'd paſ- 
five in the matter, reſerving a Pretence at any time 
to call their Meeting Seditious, or to approve of 
it, as their Conduct pleas d or diſpleas'd her. 

What help'd to determine the Aſſembly to declare 
for the Prince, was an Accident that aſtoniſh d all 
France, and that was the Converſion of the Duke 
De Candale, a Son of the Duke. D' Epernon, the 
greateſt Enemy of the Reform'd in Fance; and 
as all New Converts are moſt Zealous, ſo this Lord 
did not give over his Inſtances, till he prevail'd with 
them tounite with the Prince of Conde. Tis true the 
Duke did renounce the Catholick Religion, butit was 
only out of Deſpight, Conviction had no Share in 
it: His Father had procur'd his younger Brother 
the Survivorſhip of the Poſt of Colonel General of 
the Infantry, and refus'd him himſelf ſome Govern- 
ments that were at his Diſpoſal. He thought no 
Revenge cou'd be ſo effectual, as that of his em- 
bracing a Religion his Father abhor'd more than 
any Man; and tho' his Converſion was all Grimace, 
the Proteſtants fond of fo illuſtrious a Convert, 
were willing to believe it ſincere, and to truſt him 
accordingly. They thought they could not do too 
much to confirm him in their Intereſts, and to 
oblige him, comply'd with thoſe Counſels which 
he propos'd to them ; the Conſequence of which 
was a Treaty of Union between the aſſembly and 
the Prince, carry'd by two Voices only, The ren ; 
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acted very prudently on this Occaſion, and publiſſi 
ing a Declaration, diſtinguiſh'd between he nar 
Proteſtants of France, and thoſe of the Aſſembly at 
Niſmes and their Adherents ; for in the Declaration 
*twas faid, an inſinite Number of the Reform'd re- 
main d faithful. And this Diſtiuction had the in- 
tended Effect; the Proteſtants in general did not 
look nt the Union of the Aſſembly at. N:{mes 
with the Prince as any thing but a State Quarrel, 
and therefore the Major Part of them ſtood Neuter. 


The Proteſtant Lords of the Prince's Party cou'd 
engage none but their Creatures Several entire 


Provinces, and almoſt. all their Cities, reſus'd to 
take Arms; and this Commotion being much more 
Catholick than Proteſtant, the Reſiſtance it was 
accus d of is not to be laid to the Hugonots, but to 
the French Papiſts, of whom none was more a 
Bigot than the Head of it, the Prince of Conde 
himſelf. rn Ss 
We maſt not forget that the King, in the before- 
mention'd Declaration, publiſh'd upon the Union of 
the Aſſembly at N:ſnes with the Prince, expreſſes 
again his Opinion as to compelling Conſciences in 
Religious Matters: We firmly believe, ſays he, that 
| Differences about Religion ought to be left to the De- 
C ion of G od alone, . 
Let this be a Leſſon to you the Enemies of Mo- 
deration all over the Chriſtian World, a King of 
France, Father of the King now reigning, teaches it 
to you; one who had for his Mother an Jtalian, 
for his Wie a Spaniſh Bigot, who was environd 
with Popiſh Counſellors and Prieſts. He once more 
aſſures the Proteſtants, He will INVIOLABLY 
obſerve the Edict of Nantz, and all other Editts made 
in Conſequence of it. |

| double Marriage, it is probable the Peace wow'd not 


have been ſo ſoon concluded. 2 
The Queen remembring the Advice formerly gi- 
ven her by the Duke of Rohan to break the League 
of the Prince of Conde, as Lewis XI. did that of the 
Publick Good, by gzining over the Chiefs of it one 
after another, reſolv'd to put it in Practice, as the 
ſureſt and quickeſt way to extricate her ſelf and her 
Friends out of theſe Difficulties. The firſt ſhe ap- 
ly'd to was the Duke of Mayenne, who hating t 
Nee d, ſhe ſuppos d wou'd be the moſt ready to 
quit a Party, in the Succeſs of which they propos d 
to themſelves ſo many Advantages. This Duke ac- 
cordingly being ſecur'd in his Governments, hear- 
ken'd to the Propoſals that were made to him, and 
enclin'd to a Treaty. The next ſhe ſounded upon 
it was the Duke De Bouillon, who enter'd into the 
War only to ſhew he cou'd end as well as begin it, 
and thus let the Government ſee he was not to 
neglected. A lucky Accident happen'd to bring 
the Prince himſelf into pacifick Meaſures, and that 
was the Arrival of Edmonds the Engliſh Ambaſſador, 
with Inſtructions to offer his Mediation between the

e have already mention d the great Expectations 
his Highneſs pretended to have fc the Aſſiſtance 
of King James I. of England; whereas in Truth he 
knew that King had refus'd to aſſiſt him in any thing 
but in his Mediation. God forbid, ſaid that King 
to the Marquiſs De Bonneval, the Prince's Envoy, 1 
ou d break the Peace and. good Correſpondence there 
is between the French King and me!

The firſt Sacrifice the Queen made to him, was 
that of her faſt Friend the Proud Duke of Epernon, 
who had to his great Impatience born ſeveral Slights 
from her, by the Procurement. of the Mareſchal 
D Ancre, who hated that Duke for not paying the 
Reſpe& he thought due to his Wife's Favour. The 
laſt Affront drove him from Court, depriving him, 
at the. Prince's Requeſt, of the Diſpoſal of the Poſts' 
of Colonel and Captains of the Regiment of Life- 
Guards, -which had always 'been akon to be a Per- 
quifite of his Poſt of Colonel-General of the Foot: 
He cou'd not bear Attendance after ſuch a Diſgrace, 
and took his Leave of both King and Queen in ſuch 
a manner; as ſhew'd, he thought, they wou'd want 
him before he wanted them. His Retirement re- 
mov'd a powerful Rival of Conchini's, an made

The Chancellor Silleri had been devoted to the 
Will of the Regent, and ſtuck at nothing to krep 
in bis Office. He was a Man of mean Parts, 
generally thought unfit for it. His Conduct had 
created him Enemies on all fides. The Mareſchal 
D' Ancre did not love him, becauſe being an old 
Miniſter he pretended to fome Preference of him in 
the Miniſtry on that Account; The Prince hated 
him for being a Tool to all. the Queen's Favourites: 
Siller; finding the Treaty of Loudon was not likely 
to break off, fancy'd he might ſecure himſelf in 
his Poſt, by offering his Ser vice to tlie hag of

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Conde, to the Mareſchal de Bowillon, and other Lord 
of that Party, on Condition he-ſhou'd by an Ar.

ment. A ſhameful Inſtance of the Meanneſs of his 
Sr to flatter himſelf that thoſe Lords wou d

The Prince of Conde and the Duke de Bouillon 
made themſelves merry with Villeroy, on the Chan- 
cellor's Folly. The Secretary got his Collegue,

the told Baſſompierre, who being one of the frank 
eſt Perſons at Court, deſir'd her leave to tell Si. 
ler: the ill Offices his Enemies had done him to

Upon this $:/er: conjur'd Balſompierre, in the molt 
humble and preſſing manner, not to inſiſt fur 
ther on the Buſineſs, but to keep it private 
from the Queen Mother. Tou will ruin me, Sir, 
faid the Chancellor, and there fore take Pity 9 
a Man whom you know but too many already en. 
deaveur to. undo, after ſo iung Service. an 
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it, Baſſompierre acquainted her Majeſty with the 
one Db ot Diſtruſt of him, and the Queen ſaid 
to Silleri, with a ſcornful Smile, Methinks, Mn 
ſeur Chancellor, you make but ſmall Returns to Bal- 
ompierre for the Services he endeavour d to do you, 
know then that this Buſineſs comes from Bouillon, 
who communicated it to Pontchartrain. What Con- 
fuſion muſt the Old Fox, as he took himſelf to 
be, ſhew on this Occaſion, all he cou'd anſwer 
was, Madam, the Mareſchal de Bouillon has been 
this long time my profeſs d Enemy, I moſt humbly 
beſeech your Majeſty, not to give any Credit to what 
he has caus'd to be written to you, with a Deſign 
to ruin me. This poor Evaſion made him a Jeſt 
to the whole Court, 'and every Body afterwards 
look d upon him as a Loft Man there: 
During the Conferences at Loudon, the General 
Aſſembly of the Proteſtants were remov'd by the 
King's Writ to Rochelle, which made them with- 
out Diſpute, a Lawful Aſſembly. They had Ten 
— 22 at Loudon, to take care of their Inte- 
reſts, but it was rather to be Witneſſes of the 
prince of Conde's Signing the Peace, than to pro- 
cure advantageous Terms for the Reform d. The 
Dukes de Mayenne and de Bouillon, having receiv'd 
Satisfaction as to their Demands, the Prince was 
not very ſollicitous to ſatisfy either the Aſſembly 
or the other Lords: He ſent for the Duke de 
Sally, who ſeem d moſt concern'd for the Intereſts 
of the Reforni'd, and, Villeroy who had ſhewn a 
reat Complacency to his Highneſs during the 
reaty. He whiſper'd ſomething to the latter, and 
ſoon after did the ſame to the former: He then 
declar'd Villero Had granted what was deſir d, = 
taking Pen in Hand, Sign'd the Treaty, witho 
allowing any Body Time to anſwer him. This 
abrupt Concluſion vext the Deputies heartily, but 
there was no rentedy for it. They diſcover'd by 
kveral Paſſages, *twas a delign'd thing to pay em 
thus for the Services they had done the Prince 
in declaring for him; and that they word be 
ore d to accept of the Conditions the Lords had 
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thought fit to demand for them. They deſir d on- 
ly to Sit till their Edict was verify'd, which was 
deny d; inſtead of it, they had a Time prefix d 
for the Duration of their Seſſion, after the Con- 
cluſion of the Treaty. Before they had ſet their 
Names to it, Orders were ſent to the Miniſter 
of Loudon who was in his Pulpit, to acquaint the 
People the Peace was made, and to exhort them 
to return God Thanks for it. Here's a Peace 
which they do not at all approve of, which leaves 
them more expos'd to the Power and Rage of 
their Enemies, yet they muſt not only ſubmit to 
it, but mu God Thanks for it. The Author of 
the Hiſtory of the Edict of Nantz, writes on 
this Subject. This made "thoſe murmur who knen 
there were . Difficulties undecided, and made them 
Judge it was a forc'd Peace, which they were o- 
blig d to accept of, for feur of falling into greater 
Fncomventiencies. What  fhall they do, they are de- 
ſerted by their Protectors. The Duke de Bouilln, 
who was the Chief Author of the War, forgot 
the Intereſts of the Common Cauſe, | ſays the ſame 
Hliſtorian, becauſe he had ſecur'd his own, He ex- 
claim'd higher than any Body againſt the - Aſſemoly, 
tho they had only follow'd his Motions. ie di. 
clar d he wou'd look upon thoſe to be Enemies to the 
State, wh# ſnou d n Sign the Peace. 1s there 
any Story extant, wherein a League was ſo ſhame- 
fully  diflolvd , wherein the Head is for War— 
ring with the Members, becauſe they look to 
themſelves, and do not like the Peace he likes, 
"Kay, Bouillon was accus d of having engag d hin 
ſelf to the King's Commiſſioners, by Writing, to 
march againſt the Aſſembly, and to make War 
againſt them, in caſe they ſhou'd offer to conti. 
nue their Seſſion longer than the King allow d 
them by this Treaty. Good God! Was he not 
of the fame Religion, were not their Intereſts in- 
. ſeparable? If the Aſſembly was ruin d, muſt not 
bis Ruin ſoon follow? What Madneſs, what In} 
flatuation, Ob, the Fatal Power of Intereſt, tix 
accurſs d Effects of Ambition, in Minds inſenſbf 
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ef their Duties to their Religion and their Counrt 
try. Bouillon caus d his Nephew the young Duke 
de Tremauille, to enter into the ſame Engagements, 
but the Aſſembly gave them no ground to pro- 
ceed to ſuch Extremities againſt them: They ſub- 
mitted to the Treaty, Nominated Deputies Gene- 
ral, and Bertheville, to whom the Mareſchal de. 
Bouillon: had given hopes of obtaining that Depu- 
tation, was Elected according to his Promiſ. 5 
The Edict . for the Publication of this Peace, 
was. call d the Pacification of Blois, and in it ſome. 
{mall Favours were granted the Reform'd, as a 
New. Office in the Parliament of Paris, and anos. 
ther in the Chamber of Accompts, one of the 
moſt conſiderable Courts ot the Long Robe. The 
Prince of Conde and the Lords of his Party, were 
to have 15 Livres, which makes the Peace 
a Purchaſe of the Crown, tho they had doub- 
leſs as Loyal Divines as any in the World, to d- 
ter People from Reſiſtance, and Eſtabliſn the Or- 
thodox Doctrines of Paſſiue Obedience and Non- 
Reſiſtance. We ſhall ſee how they were practis d 
again a few Months after, and it cannot but be 
matter of Conſolation to us, that of all Nations 
upon Earth, we are that which profeſſes them in

The Mareſchal D' Ancre had the Satisfaction 
to ſee a Confederacy broken that was: form'd for 
his Deſtruction, and that he gain d Ground in the 
Fayour of his Miſtreſs; yet all that Satisfaction 
was ſower d by the Hatred which he ſaw increaſe 
val in the People to him and his Family.

were held at Loudon, and notwithſtanding there 


was a Suſpenſion of Arms, the Pariſians ſtill kept 


a Guard at their Gates. 

The Mareſchal D' Ancre having Occaſion to go 
out of the City, came to one of them, where a 
certain Shoemaker, nam'd Picard, kept Guard ; 
the Fellow ſtopt his Coach, and demanded his 
Paſs, the Mareſchal in a' Paſfon, commanded his 
Coach Man to drive on, at which the Guard pre- 
ſented their Halberts and Muſquets, and ſet them 
to their Breaſts» Conchins putting his Head out 
of the Coach, ſaid to the maker, Tou Rogue, 
do you know who 1 am ? Tes, very well, anſwer'd 
woe. in a 9 diſdainful manner, be 
you ſhall not go, unleſs you ſbem me your Paſs. Du- 
| _ this Diſpute, the Mob gather d about them, 
and. Conchini fearing ſomething worſe, ſent ſome 
of his Servants to the Perſon who had the Com- 
mand of the Guard, for an Order that he might 
_ go" out, reſolving to be reveng'd of Picard when 
the King return'd, - Accordingly he order d his 
Gentleman of the Horſe, to take Two of his Ser- 
vants, and give Picard the Shoemaker -a-thorough 
Thra(hing, which was ſo well put in Execution, 
that the poor Man was left almoſt Dead upon the 
Spot. The Mareſchal's Servants relying too much 
on their Maſter's Credit, did not run away for it, 
and being taken, were Try'd, Condemn'd and 
Hang'd a few Days after, before Picard's Houſe.

of Guiſe of his Propoſals, that Duke joyn'd with 
them in a Conſpiracy to deſtroy the Mareſchal, 
and there was no end of this Confederacy, till they 
had accompliſh'd it. 5 1 
The Pariſians bore ſuch an Hatred to D' Aucre, 
that he was afraid to enter the City, after the Re- 
torn of the Prince of Conde, whom he was impa- 
tient to wait upon, to put himſelf under his Pro- 
tection, as the Queen had deſir'd his Highneſs.

The daring; Boldneſs of Picard, acquir'd him ſuc 
a Reputation with the Populace, that he was look 
upon immediately as their Chief, and the greateſt 
Lords did not diſdain to make their Court to him.

The Prince of Conde had given Mary de Medi- 
cis à ſort of an Aſſurance, that he wou'd be the 
Mareſchal's Protector, but the Lords Confederated 
againſt him, ſoon diſſiwaded him from it.

When they are wri- 
ting their own Lives in their Cloſets, they can 
os what they pleaſe of themſelves; every thing 
they do is 'tmportant ; their moſt” Trivial Actions 
are ſet off as Heroick or Gallant Adventures, 
and their Campaigns are as fo 1 Triumphs. 
What they ſaid naturally and in Converſation, 
has all the Advantages of Art and Rhetorick to 
Adorn it: and what is ſaid to them, is only to 
ſhew their Merit or their Bravery, There is no 
truſting to the beſt of them, with a little Hiſto- 
ry there's a great deal of Romance, and what 
Hiſtory there is, is ſo introduc'd, that it often 
has another Effect than the plain Truth wowd 
have. The Duke of Rohan is not Guiltleſs in this

All the Reaſon they had 
to hate Conchins, was, becauſe the Queen Mother
